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LITTLE ROCK ( A P ) - The 


federal Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics has been asked to conduct 
a consumer survey to determine 
if a broad range of goods and 
services costs more in Arkan- 
sas than in surrounding states. 


Richard W. Ixmging, director 


of the state Department of Com- 
merce, has requested the study 
as an outgrowth of the investi- 
gation he initiated into what he 
considers to be high Arkansas 
food prices. 


Longing said his interest was 


sparked by responses from per- 
sons thanking him for the food 
price study who suggested that 
other consumer items in Arkan- 
sas also seemed high. 


A principal concern to Long- 


ing is the cost of television sets 
and such major appliances as 
refrigerators and washing ma- 
chines. He said they apparently 
were four to six per cent high- 
er in Arkansas than in surround- 
ing states. 


If it is conducted, the survey 


would be made in six Arkansas 
cities to index the cost of 400 
commodity and service items in 
relation to prices in cities of 
surrounding states and to identi- 
fy factors that contribute to the 
cost, Longing said. 


Among the survey items, in 


addition to appliances, are food, 
clothing, automobiles, 
drugs, 


house paint, haircuts, shoe re- 
pairs and fees of doctors and 
lawyers. 


Longing said the Bureau of 


Labor Satistics had reported 
that it could not conduct the 
study now because of a lack of 
money and personnel, but he is 
hopeful that arrangements can 
be made to supply both the 
funds and the help. 


He has asked Sen. John L. 


McClellan, D-Ark., to assist in 
obtaining more funds for the 
agency and has offered the use 
of personnel in his department 
to carry out the survey, which 
would be made in Fort Smith, 
Texarkana, West Memphis, Lit- 
tle Rock, Pine Bluff and Fay- 
etteville. 


"We're not trying to get at 


any industry," Longing said. 
"We're trying to find out some of 
the 
in-born 
problems 
in 


Arkansas." 


Longing said a 1968 study 


made by a University of Arkan- 
sas finance professor, Dr. Gene 
Lynch, had concluded that the 
10 per cent ceiling the state 
Constitution imposed on annual 
simple interest was one of the 
reasons appliances and televi- 
sion sets were higher. 


He said Lynch's study sug- 


gested that merchants felt they 
must receive 18 per cent inter- 
est to pay for the cost of credit 
and bad debts. He said the study 
reported that because merchants 
are limited by the 10 per cent 
ceiling, they make up the dif- 
ference by hiking prices to 
credit and cash customers alike. 


"I think everybody feels we've 


got a real good deal with the 10 
per cent simple interest in the 
state," Longing said, "Person- 
ally, I've always thought it was 
great. But after reading this 
(Lynch's) report and talking to 
several people about it, I think 
it's a detriment to the state and 
to the people." 


He said the limitation not only- 


resulted in higher prices, but 
also discouraged retailers from 
moving into the state. 


Ixmging 
said 
he had not 


delved into the problem deeply 
enough at this time to suggest 
remedies, but that the labor sta- 
tistics survey would shed some 
light. Removal of the 10 per cent 
interest ceiling would require 
constitutional change.

Ac- 
cording to State Police figures, 
this is 13 fewer deaths than were 
recorded over the same period a 
year ago.

Mosier, 


District Commander of the Hope 
district for the Police Services 
division said that 5 persons died 
during the month of September 
on Arkansas highways in the 
Hope district. Counties in the 
district recording deaths were 
Little River with 2 deaths, 
Hempstead, Miller, and Pike 1 
each. Clark, Howard, Lafayette, 
Nevada, and Sevier 
Counties 


were free of traffic fatalities 
during the reporting period. 


Mosier said troopers in the 9 


county area investigated 59 
accidents. Hempstead and Miller 
Counties experienced the highest 
accident rate during September 
recording 
11 accidents 
each. 


Followed by Nevada County with 
9 accidents, I Jttle River 8, Clark 
6, Pike 5, Sevier 4, Howard 3, and 
I-afayette 2, accidents. 


The report indicated that 


driving on wrong side of the road 
was the leading contributing 
cause in the accident followed by 
excessive speed, failure to yield 
the right of way, and following 
too close. The 50 traffic deaths 
during September occurred in 42 
fatal collisions.

Labor, Turns 
to Boards

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


winning organized labor's coop- 
eration in his post-freeze eco- 
nomic controls, President Nix- 
on turned today to lining up 
members for two key boards 
that will vote on future wage- 
price increases. 


With the 90-day wage-price- 


rent freeze due to expire Nov. 
13, time is becoming crucial on 
the appointments. The boards 
must be operating with wage 
and price guidelines developed 
by that time. 


The White House said mem- 


bership on the 15-member Pay 
Board and the 7-member Price 
Commission will be announced 
soon. Some potential members 
contacted "are not particularly 
interested," said one official. 


As the search for members 


went on, the administration 
readied legislation 
that may 


spell out details of Nixon's 
Phase 2 program. 


Not only would the bill pro- 


vide standby authority to con- 
trol interest and dividends, one 
officials said, but 
it would 


create a panel of judges to hear 
wage-price cases and would 
empower the Pay Board and 
the Price Commission to issue 
subpoenas. 


The threat of a labor boycott 


of post-freeze controls collapsed 
Tuesday 
when 
the 
nation's 


three most powerful union lead- 
ers agreed to help Nixon's Pay 
Board try to control inflation. 


But the labor leaders, AFL- 


CIO President George Meany, 
Teamsters President Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons and United Auto 
Workers 
President 
Leonard 


Woodcock, acted only after Nix- 
on •gave assurances the tripar- 
tite board's decisions would not 
be subject to a veto by the Cost 
of Living Council. 


The President did so in a 


memorandum sent to the labor 
leaders 
personally 
initialed 


with his "OK." 


"We will serve on the Pay 


Board," said the union leaders, 
who represent some 17 million 
workers. Nixon responded by 
saying "the country won" by 
the decision. 


But the agreement between 


labor leaders and the adminis- 
tration is still fuzzy. It still is 
not clear how the post-freeze 
mechanisms will operate. 


Labor had withheld its sup- 


port of Phase 2 because the ad- 
ministration held out the possi- 
bility the Cost of Living Council 
could exercise veto power over 
general wage criteria devel- 
oped by the Pay Board. 


The memorandum 
initialed 


by Nixon carried this key para- 
graph: 


"The COI.C will not approve, 


disapprove or serve as an ap- 
peal level for case decisions 
made by the Pay Board and 
the Price Commission and it 
will not approve, revise, veto or 
revoke specific standards or 
criteria developed by the Pay 
Board and Price Commission."

ident Nixon outlined today a 
two-year J100 million plan to 
combat the "enormous econom- 
ic inequities" which he said 
still confront minority business- 
men. 


In a special message to Con- 


gress, Nixon proposed legisla- 
tion intended to establish 100 lo- 
cal centers to "bring together a 
vast array of training, advice 
and information for minority 
businessmen." 


"There is no easy- way to 


eliminate the barriers which 
now prevent many who are 
members of minority groups 
from 
controlling their fair 


share of .American business," 
Nixon said. "Yet the long-range 
health of our economy—znd, in- 
deed, of our entire society—re- 
quires us to remove these bar- 
riers as quickly as possible." 


Major elements of the pro- 


gram which Nixon described as 
comprehensive yet flexible are: 


—$100 million in appropria- 


tions in the next 18 months to 
expand the minority enterprise 
program.

the troop.

Says Mercury 
Concern 1$ 
Unwarranted 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


— Recent concern over mercu- 
ry levels in fish and lakes may 
be unwarranted because mer- 
cury levels in human tissues 
have declined, researchers say. 


Reporting findings of their 


study to the annual meeting of 
the American Public Health As- 
sociation, the researchers Tues- 
day blamed part of the mercu- 
ry scare on "emotionalism and 
ignorance." 


Their 
study was done at 


Saratoga General Hospital in 
Detroit, Mich., and involved 
analysis of tissues taken from 
human organs at autopsy be- 
tween 1913 and 1970 and pre- 
served at the University of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor. 


The tissue was taken from 


the bodies of 59 Michigan resi- 
dents who had died of causes 
unrelated to mercury. 


The authors said that concern 


over 
mercury contamination 


"had 
profound 
social 
rever- 


berations in the form of mass 
anxiety leading to ... action— 
often with little or no scientific 
basis—resulting in chaos, fear, 
and the economic pain of dam- 
aged or killed sectors of in- 
dustry and commerce." 


While research has been con- 


ducted on mercury levels in 
fish, little has been done on 
mercury content of human tis- 
sues, they said. It is presumed 
that high mercury levels result 
in damage to the central ner-

It was his ruling on the con- 


tempt citiation which followed 
an injunction last week prohib- 
iting the NCAA from trying to 
prevent the showing of the Ok- 
lahoma-Texas game on TV in 
Tulsa. The 
NCAA had pre- 


viously 
restricted the Tulsa 


area to closed-circuit TV broad- 
cast and that decision was not 
changed. 


After his injunction was is- 


sued, Simms took exception to 
what he considered efforts by 
the NCAA to threaten sanctions 
against the two universities if 
they permitted Tulsa to show 
the game on TV.

The United States believes 
that Japan should play a great- 
er role in the Pacific area 
New Asphalt 
Price-fixing 
Suit Filed 


OKLAHOMA CITY l A P ) - 


Atty. Gen. Larry Derryberry 
filed a new asphalt price-fixing 
suit totaling an estimated $40 
million against 12 oil companies 
Tuesday on behalf of cities, 
counties and other subdivisions 
of state government. 


The suit was filed in Okla- 


homa City U.S. District Court 
in the name of the Custer Coun- 
ty Beard of County Commis- 
sioners and J.D. Metcalfe, Inc., 
a Tulsa contracting firm. But 
Odie A. Nance, assistant attor- 
ney general, said it will be 
amended later to include all 
cities and counties in the state. 


The suit seeks recovery of as- 


phalt purchases from July 22, 
1961, 
through Dec. 31, 1968. 


Nance said the statute of limi- 
tations would have expired on 
part of that period if the suit 
had not been filed now. 


The previous suit, brought on 


behalf of the state, sought a to- 
tal of $37 million in damages. It 
led to a $4.6 million damage 
award by a federal court jury. 


The judgment was settled for 


$2.5 
million by former Atty. 


Gen. G. T. Blankenship. The 
settlement has been challenged 
in a suit now pending in state 
court. 


The new suit specifically al- 


leges Custer County suffered 
$72,000 in actual damages be- 
cause of a price-fixing con- 
spiracy. Under the federal stat- 
utes, the county would be en- 
titled to triple damages if it 
wins the suit. 


Nance said the final figure, 


counting triple damages, prob- 
ably will come to about $40 mil- 
lion for all the cities, counties 
and sub-divisions "because I | 
believe they probably bought

more than the state did."
